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ence has taughtme, how ſtrangely ignorant common Peo- 
ple uſually are of this duty; inſomuch, that. ſome never 
Pray at all, pretending they were never taught, or that 
their memories are bad, or that they are not Book-learn'd, 
or that they want mony to buy a Book ; and by this means 
they live, and die rather like Beaſts than Men; nay, their 
condition 15 much worſe than that of Beaſts, for the mi- 
ſery of a Beaſt doth end at death, but the miſery of a wic- 
ked man does then begin, and will endure to all Eternity. 

To prevent then as much as lies in me, the damnation 
of thole Souls which God has committed to my care, and 
to curethat lamentable ignorance and forgetfulneſs of God, 
which 15 the cauſe of the damnation of ſo very many, I do 
not only inceflantly pray for you my ſelf, but I beg of 
you all to pray for your ſelves, and I beſeech you to read 
the following Inſtrudtions ; or if you cannot read your 
ſelves, to get ſome honeſt charitable Neighbors to read 
them often to you, that you may. remember them, and 
= of his great mercy reward the Charity of ſuch Neigh- 

IS. 

If any of you, either by your own negligence, or by 
the negligence of your Parents, or for want of Catechi- 
fing in your Pariſh, are wholly ignorant of your duty ; 
though it be a moſt ſhameful and dangerous thing, for one 
who calls himſelf a Chriſtian, to know nothing of Chriſt 
or Chriſtianity, yet 1f you are willing to learn, and be 
paidon of God for your wiltul ignorance hitherto, an 
will fincerely do your endeavor to get ſaving Knowledge, 
and heartily pray to God to afliſt you, you ſhall find, that 
the very entrance of Gods word giveth light, that it giveth 
wnderſtanding unto the _ Pfal. 119. 130.] 

I muſt warn you betore-hand, that corrupt Nature will 
be very bulie 1n hindering the learning of your duty, and 
thoughts will ariſe 1n your mind that the task will be 
too hard and too tedious for you to undertake ; but I faith- 
tully pronuſe you, to 1mpole no hard or tedious task on 
you, but fuch as you your ſeives ſhall contels, to be very 

com- 
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complying with your Infirmines; for our moſt compaſſion- 
ate nm. ne? wi me to ſay no more to you, then you car 
bear. | Fohn 16. 11. 

All I ſhall exhort you to, 1s to learn your Catechiſm, 
which you may do by degrees : It you learn but a line or 
two 1n a day, you will, by Gods blefling, in a very ſhort 
time learn it all over, and you will rejoice, and thank 
God, for the ſudden and happy progreſs you have made. 

God forbid yon ſhould ever think your ſelves too old to 
learn to ſerve God, and to be ſaved, both which are 
taught 1n the Catechiſm, and therefore the Catechiſm 1s 
of neceflity to be learned: For how can you go to Hea- 
ven, if you never learn'd the way thither? How can you 
be ſav'd, if you do not know your Saviour ? 

*'Ts a great Error, to think that the Catechiſm was 
made ſor Children only, for all Chriſtians are equally 
concern'd in thoſe ſaving Truths which are there taught ; 
and the Dodrine delivered in the Catechilm, 1s as proper 
for the ſtudy and as neceſlary for the ſalvation of a great 
Dodor, as of a weak Chriſtian, or a young Child. 

But you will be the more encouraged to learn your Ca- 
techuſm, when you ſee how excellent a help it will be to 
Prayer, for it will at the ſame time further your Know- 
ledge, and your Devetion both together ; and the Pray- 
ers I intend to commend to you, are chietly the very An- 
{wers in the Catechiſm, which being daily repeated, will 
be the better fix'd in your memory, and you cannot 1ma- 
gine any advice for Prayer can be more eafie and familiar, 
than that which directs you to turn your very Catechiſm 
into Prayers. 

You are by this time I hope ſatisfied, that the Duty to 
which I exhort you, 15 no hard task; and yet I will endea- 
vor, by Gods afliſtance, to make 1t-more eaſte, by putting 
you into an eaſ1e method to atrain 1t.

and irrelgion ; inſtead of teaching them to obey God, you 
teach them to provoke him; inſtead of teaching them to 
honor God. you teach them to blaſpheme him ; inſtead 
of leading them the way to Heaven, you lead them the 
way to Hell; and you will increaſe your own damnation,by 
furthering theirs, which God forbid you ſhould ever do. 

Now that you may the better give a good Example to 
your Family, I will by Gods help give you a method of dai- 
ly Devotion, taken for the moſt partout of the Catechiſm, 
which will be ſuitable ro all Chriſtians, be they never ſo 
well inſtructed, and which you may by httle and little

Do not think that this Practice of Prayer will be too hard, or too 
long for young perſons, or for labouring people; for if you cannot ſay 
them all, ſay as much as you can ; or if you are at Day Labour, or have 
not time or convenience to fay them, ofter up to God two or three 
hearty Ejaculations in their place : But it you can get time and conve- 
nience, ſay them all, and I dare afture you, that all the three Forms of 
Prayer which I commend to you, will not in all take up a quar- 
ter of an hour ; and certainly that Perſon has very little ſenſe of his Duty, 
very little cencern for his immortal Soul, very little Honour for God, or 
value tor Heaven, who will not ſpend one quarter of an hour in the 

{ſpace 
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ſpace of four and twenty hours, in the Service of God, and the Salva- 
tion of his own Soul. 

I do by all means exhort you to give your Servants a few Minutes 
leifure at Noon, to after your Example, and to uſe your Children 
to do the ſame, for the9®will ſoon be able to ſay the Lords Prayer, and 
two or three Ejaculations, and teach them to ſay theſe at Noon, as well 
as at Morning and at Night, and 'tis incredible to think how much good 
this PraCtice will do them, and what great comfort you your ſelves will 
reap from the early Devotion of your Children. 

To further this Devotion in your Children, inſtead of Idle Tales and 
Songs, which pollute their Souls, and when they come to be ſerious, will 
coſt them great pains to unlearn: You muſt teach them ſhort Pſalms 
by heart, which will exerciſe their Memories and Piety both together ; 
and as you teach the Pſalms to your Children, I exhort you to learn them 
your ſelves. 

You cannot imagine the great benefit of learning Pſalms by heart ; 
for when you are under any Temptation, or are in any AMiction, or 
when you lye waking in the Night, or when you are Sick, theſe Pſalms 
will come into your mind, and the Devout repeating them will yield 
yon molt (eaſonable Conſelations. 

The very Common People, in the firſt and pureſt Ages of the Church, 
were fo ſenſible of the Spiritual advantages of learning Pſalms, that they 
learn'd the whole Pfalter by heart, and ſang or ſaid the Pſalms in their 
Shops, and at the Plow, infomuch that St. Fames makes it the proper 
exprefiion of Chriſtian mirth, [7Jame: 5. 13.] 1f any be merry, let him 
(1g Pſaims. 

This is the way to ſtore your own and your Childrens minds with Eja- 
culations, or ſhort Prayers tor all Occations, wiuch I adviſe both Old and 
Young to accuſtom themſelves to, becauſe it is the true way of Prayin 
without ceafing, and it is a kind of Prayer moſt eafie,. and may be uſc 
at any time of the day, or in any place, and 1s one of the moſt efficacious 
means in the World to keep us in Gods favour *_. 18 of all things 
moit det;rable.
